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HAPPENINGS IN THE LAKE OKEECHOBEE REGION 


25 YEA 


Not less than 800 persons lost 
their lives as the result of the 
tropical hurricane which last Sun- 
day swept over this area, inflicting 
damages as yet untotaled. This is 
according to revised estimates of 
the death toll, announced last 
night by Howard Shelby, general 
Red Cross chairman. Already 537 
bodies have been buried at various 
points, figures compiled by Adjut- 
ant. General Collins of the state 
troops revealed. 

Workers, pushing daily into the 
water-covered area along the 
northern and eastern shores of 
Lake Okeechobee, are finding more 
bodies, now five days dead, and in 
condition which makesransporta- 
tion almost impossible. Boats are 
pushing their way over the debris- 
covered waters, into lagoons and 
slough, and are towing bodies to 
concentration points where they 
await disposition. 

The task of clearin 
the near-lying £ 
is a tremendou. Hundreds of 
men are engaged in this grim 
work, In addition to the human 
toll, there was an uncountable loss 
of animal life. Forms of rabbits 
and other small animals and snakes 
are everywhere. Fish by the mil- 
lions are dying in ‘the lake, pois- 
oned by the polluted waters. 

That there is scant danger-of an 
epidemic of disease in the immedi- 
ate area of West Palm Beach as 
a result of this fearful life loss is 
the statement of Dr. B. L. Arms of 
the state board of health, who is 
in the city. Bodies of the dead, he 
points out, should be buried in dry 
ground, and when this is accom- 
plished all needs of sanitation ‘have 
been met. 

Relief workers who have labored 
in the 'Glades section for days are 
worn out. They need to be replaced 
by others, for they have almost. 
reached the limit of human endur- 
ance. In many instances there are 
inadequate sleeping accommoda- 
dations for these workers. Addi- 
tional cots have been requisitioned, 
with blankets and clothing. Food 
supplies are available in plenty and 
in the stricken towns the water 
supply is said to have been rehabjl- 
itated. The great need is for work- 
ers and for means of spreading dis- 
infectants.

Seventeen bodies were 
foùnd on three farms in this sec- 
tion in about three hours, by three 
rescuers, Frank Studie and Arthur 
Wells, farmers. of that vicinity..
